J. T. Upchurch, foreman of the Jan- 
uary-February grand jury last night 
admitted that Sturdivant will be call- 
ed before it today. It also was said 
that W. 8. (Yank) Venable, alleged 
“big squeeze” in lottery — activities, 
will be under scrutiny today.

Venable yesterday won his freedom 
on a writ of habeas corpus, after 
Mayor Key, who conducted a private 
investigation of the “bug” game here, 
had him taken into custody.

King Siu VIII Stands 


in Silent Prayer Before 
Father’s Bier in Vast 
Westminster Hall. 


LONDON, Jan. 23.—(4)—Britain’s 
King Edward VIII stood in silent 


father, George V, borne in death to 
lie in a catafalque of state in medie- 
val Westminster hall. 

Haggard and apparently weary, he 
prayed with all of England as the 
body of King George was placed in 
its black and gold resting place amid 
simple ceremonies, at the end of a 
100-mile. journey from rustic Sand- 
ringham where the monarch died 
peacefully Monday night. 

Tonight stalwart yeomen and house- 
hold troops, their brilliant uniforms 
partly hidden by cloaks of sombre 
black, stood watch over the body as 
it lay in its oaken casket, beneath 
the royal standard. 

Eight persons were all who stood 
there through the night. At each of 
the four corner of the purple-based 
catafalque was a lifeguard, head 
bowed and immobile, resting on his 
sword. 

A little farther out into the brown- 
ish-gray gloom, lit by flickering tapers 
at the base of the catafalque, stood 
four yeomen. 

Atop the royal standard, at one 
end of the bier, the jewelled crown 
of empire glistened. At the other end, 
above the head, lay the floral crosses 
of Ed ard and the Queen Mother 
Mary. 

The body will. remain until Tues- 
day in the cold and ancient hall, be- 
neath the high wooden ceiling placed 
there a years ago. 

Then it will be taken for the last 
time through the streets of the em- 


pire’s capital to the train which will 
bear it to Windsor for last rites and 
burial. 

Today’s moving, solemn service was 
in sharp contrast to the vivid and 
happy ceremonies of last May b, in 
the same hall.

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PATTERSON GIVEN 
T YEAR SENTENCE 


Negro Defendant Con- 
victed in Fourth Trial in 
Famed Scottsboro Case. 


DECATUR, Ala., Jan. 23.—(P)—A 
sentence of 75 years’ imprisonment 
was imposed on Heywood Patterson, 
one of nine negro defendants in the 
“Scottsboro case,” by a Morgan coun- 
ty jury today in his ‘ourth trial on 
charges of attacking Mrs. Victoria 
Price aboard a freight train in Jack- 
son county nearly five years ago. 
The verdict was returned by a jury 
that had deliberated eight hours, but 
the verdict was delayed while another 
jury was struck to try Clarence Nor- 
ris, another of the negroes, tomorrow 
on the same charge. 

Patterson three times before, twice 
in the same courtroom ~ here, had 
heard juries return verdicts sentencing 
him to death in the electric chair, but 
each time he was saved, once by a 
trial judge and twice by the United 


States supreme court. 
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Mrs. Price, victim of the alleged 
attacks March 25, 1931, said of the 
verdict, 1 don’t think it was enough 
punishment.” 

Samuel S. Leibowitz, of New York, 
chief of defense counsel, announced 
that an appeal would be taken from 
the verdict and commented, “It is the 
first break we have gotten. We'll 
fight now until hell freezes over.” 
The lawyer said Patterson’s only 
comment on the verdict was, “I had 
rather die than spend another day 
in jail for something I didn’t do.” 
Patterson was stoical as he has 
been in the past, while the verdict was 
being read by John Green, clerk of 
the court. 

The jury’s verdict read, “We, the 
jury, find the defendant guilty, as 
charged. and fix his punishment at 75 
years’ imprisonment.” But it was 
amended by Judge W. W. Callahan to 
read “75 years’ imprisonment in the 
state penitentiary.” 

Formal sentence was deferred, and 
probably will not be passed until the 
trials now under way are completed.

Wright have been set for next week. 
The iury reported ready shortly 
after 4 p. m., and filed into the court- 
room at 4:30 p. m., but were locked 
up again until the striking of the jury 
to try Norris had een completed.

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BONUS FINANCING 
FAGES DEAL HEADS 


F. D. R. Is Silent on Ac- 
tion; Veto Message to 
Congress Is Hinted. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.0 — 
With $2,491.000,000 soldiers’ bonus 
bill on President Roosevelt's desk, the 
administration tonight faced a politi- 
cal dilemma of choosing between a big 
boost in the national debt, new taxes, 
or inflation. 

Reports circulated widely that the 
chief executive would deliver a sharp 
veto of the bonus, possibly in person, 
but so guarded was the silence at the 
White House that neither a confirming 
nor denying hint was forthcoming. 

In any event, congressional leaders 
stuck by their predictions that a veto 
would be overridden, leaving the meth- 
od of raising the necessary money a 
moot question. 

New Taxes. 

Some within the administration who 
have followed the President’s thoughts 
closely contended in private conversa- 
tions today that if the bonus measure 
becomes law, Mr. Roosevelt will de- 
mand the enactment of new taxes to 
foot the bill. He mentioned this even 
when vetoing the inflationary Patmau 
bonus bill last session. Further, he 
placed in his recent message to con- 
gress a pointed reference that no new 
taxes would be „necessary under “exist-

President of Fulton Bar As- 
sociation Qualifies Against 
Judge Hathcock. 


Opposition to Judge T. O. Hath- 
cock was assured yesterday when A. 
J. Hartley, president of the Fulton 
County Bar Association, qualified as 
a candidate for one of two municipal 
court 8 which are before the 
voters in the March 11 primary. 
Hartley paid his fee yester- 
day afternoon to Hewitt Chambers, 
secretary of the Fulton democratic 
executive committee. 

Alderman Robert Carpenter, of the 
sixth ‘ward, has declared that he will 
be a candidate for one of the judge- 
ships but has not said whether he will 
oppose Judge Hathcock or Judge Clar- 
ence Bell. . 

It is the first time the municipal 
judgeships have been subject to elec- 
tion and the term which is sought by 
the candidates is for six years at 
7,500 a year. Hitherto, the mu- 
nicipal judges were appointed by the 
superior court judges. 

Few developments were reported in 
county politics yesterday, with the 
exception of Chief T. O. Sturdivant’s 
denial that he will be a candidate for 
sheriff. Four are already qualified in 
this race and it was considered un- 
likely that another will enter before 
the closing date of February 8. 
Hartley opened his campaign 
against Hathcock immediately with 
the following statement: 

“My candidacy for judge of the 
municipal court of Atlanta is the re- 
sult of the réquests of many people, 
including members of the bar, who 
are not satisfied to try a case before 
an official who is biased against cer- 
tain elements of our people and prej- 
udiced against their cause even be- 
fore they appear.in court. They feel 
that they are defeated in their pur- 
suit of justice before they get started. 
In other w the judge of a court 
should be fair to all, regardless 
the offense with which one is charg 
and should not let his prejudice and 
bias brejudge the case that is tried 


“There are many people who are 
cranks on different subjects and they 
are probably not to blame for their 
condition and can not help it, but no 
one who is regarded as a crank on 
any subject, especially pertaining to 
law enforcement, should be in charge 
of that branch of government under 
our system of jurisprudence. 

“T hereby pledge to the people of 
this county that my term of office 
shall be dedicated to the common un- 
derstanding of the problems of the 
people coming before this court and 
such other court that a judge of the 
municipal court presides, and that I 
shall never allow my personal beliefs 
or feelings to become fanatical on any 
subject, whether it be liquor or re- 


on. 

I shall always, regardless of the 
charge, civil or criminal, or the per- 
son’s station in life, give the person 
who may appear before me a fair 
and impartial hearing; and upon re- 
liable evidence produced, render a 
judgment based upon a modern and 
liberal intérpretation of the law mixed 
with a sense of justice to meet the

Pharr contended he was hired to

ed a ground elevation of 6,400 feet 
above sea level. We stood upon the 
only unclaimed land in Antarctica, in 
the whole world in fact. 

lisworth Land. 

With permission of the Department 
ef State, I raised the American flag 
and named this area, between Hearst 
Land, on the one side, and Marie Byrd 
Land, on the other, or between the 
ineridians of 80 and 120 degrees west 
longitude, James W. Ellsworth Land, 
after my father. The pleteau above 
6.000 feet, upon which we were, I 
Hamed Hollick-Kenyon Plateau, after 
my pilot. 

We remained in this camp until 
November 24, when we took the air 
again, only to land 30 minutes later 
due to low visibility.. November 27 
saw us flying again at midnight. We 
landed 50 minutes later, ust as such 
thick weather enveloped us that we 
gould barely see to land. 

„No sooner had we pitched our tent 
than a blizzard broke upon us. For 
three days we lay in our sleeping 
bags, trying to keep warm and save 
fuel. The temperature was 5 degrees 
Helow zero, Fahrenheit, and so cold 
ahat I had to take my fur parka from 
eneath my bed and draw it over 
ry feet and legs inside the sleeping 
ag. 
When the blizzard abated, we were 
able to cut snow blocks, and thus 
were able to build a wall as a shelter 
to windward of our tent. 

Food Ration for Two Months. 

. The only times we went outside the 
tent during the blizzard was to use 
the wireless twice daily and to fill 
aur four-litre bucket with snow for 
‘water in which to cook our morning 
meal of porridge and boiled bacon 
And the evening meal of pemmican. 
Life in our tent was reduced to its 
simplest elements. We carried on the 
plane two months’ emergency food

went back for these two necessary 
items. The snow was soft and wet 
and the sun beat down out of a cloud- 
less sky and made us sweat for the 
only time during the 22-day journey. 
December 12 was over cast and 
misty. We had made 12 miles, and I 
pointed ahead to where a dark streak 


broke the dull vista of endless white. 

It could only be one thing, open wa- 

ter, we both agreed. That night we 

itched our tent to face it. By the fol- 

owing noon we 1 to reach it. 
Last of Gasoline. 


That night we filled our primus 
lamp with the last of our gasoline, 
which amount, at the rate we were 
using it, would last us for four days. 
On December 13 we looked out of 
the tent to see everything enshrouded 
in mist. We traveled all day in the 
direction in which we thought the open 
water lay, but it seemed that never 
again were we to get a zlimpse of it. 
As on the day before, we traveled en- 
tirely by compass bearings. 

In late afternoon, through the mist 
ahead, we could distinguish the crest 
of a ridge and thought it odd on the 
flat barrier surface. We hastened 
our march, thinking to get ah extended 
view and perhaps see the sea. We 
heard what we imagined to be the lap- 
ping of waves, but surely it must be 
the drifting snow over the crest, we 
reasoned. We mounted the ridge and 
looked straight down into the Ross 
sea. We were standing at the very 
edge of the great barrier. 

We retraced our steps and cam 
that night about a mile back, for the 
barrier face is always breaking away 
and we didn’t want to be dumped 
into the sea just as our goal had been 
reached. 

Our observations next morning put 
us about 15 miles north of Little 
America, 

We later found we had been three 
miles east of the eastern end of the 
mouth of the Bay of Whales. The 
bay itself had not begun to open as 
yet, and it looked a wintry scene, in- 


eed. 
The Bay of Whales, 16 miles lo 
by five miles wide, is a pretty smal 
dot on the map of Antarctica, and 
Little America, which lies at the head 
of the bay, is even smaller. It was 
reaily remarkable to find either at the 
end of a 2,000-mile flight, followed by 
a trek on foot for six days. 

We remained in camp on the 14th, 
and, on the 15th, followed the edge of 
the Bay of Whales to Little America, 
reaching it Just 22 days after leaving 
Dundee Island. 

One does not see Little America 
until he tops the crest of a ridge, 
which is itself unobservable from an 
distance, for topographical features all 
become merged into a white expanse 
that stretches endlessly ahead. Once 
on the crest, there lies Little America 
right at one’s feet in a sort of “draw.” 

The poles and towers were to be 
seen, but where were the houses? 
There weren't any in sight, but closer 
inspection showed the tops of a dozen 
or more stove pipes sticking out of an 
undisturbed snow surface. It looked 
just as though some gigantic plant 
had taken root there and was forcing 
stubby shoots upward. But we were 
glad after a 15-mile haul that day, De- 
cember 15, to find anything that in- 
dicated a house. 

Made This Home. 

Digging around, we found a. sky- 
light, pried it open, and, by means of 
loops knotted in our sledge rope—we 
climbed down to find ourselves in the 
radio shack and quickly decided to 
make this our home. It consisted of 
two rooms, with a double tier of 
bunks lining the wall on one side and 
a stove 5 1 pera Both rooms 
were partly fi with snow th 
rue that had 

How good it seemed after 22 days 
to find ourselves inclosed by four 
walls, and where we could 4 to 
our hearts’ content, enidisturbed by 
the perpetual daylight and the glare 
from the snow that had so disturbed 
our rest since leaving the Wyatt Earp. 

Next day we went on a foraging ex- 
pedition and found two sacke of coal 
and half a drum of fuel for our 
primus stove, which we used for. cook- 
ing. 

We found other skylights and were 
able to obtain quite an assortment of 
odds and ends, such as flour, jams, 
sauces, etc., which we enjoyed, for we 
had left some of our food with the 
plane. Nevertheless, we still had with 
us at Little America, of our own b 
supply, enough oatmeal and pemmican 
to last three weeks longer.

The middle west, taken as a sample 
section of the country in the institute 
bulletin issued yesterday, answers 
with an emphatic “Yes.” 

The Constitution Safety Council 
urges its readers and safe drivin 
pledge signers to study the weekly pol 
next Sunday and note especially the 
south’s answers to the six questions 
on safety and traffic control. See if 
your opinion agrees with that of the 
majority of southerners. 

The other questions asked are: Do 
you favor strict drivers’ tests, includ- 
ing regular physical and mental ex- 
éminations? More severe penalties 
for violation of traffic laws? Special 
markings for cars whose drivers have 

n at fault in accidents? Compul- 
Bory automobile liability insurance in 
every state? Uniform traffic laws 
‘and regulations for all states? 
„Many automobile accident deaths 


might be averted if the injured vic- 
tims could receive more prompt med- 
ical aid, in the opinion of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross. 

First Aid Stations. 

Consequently, plans were laid yes- 
terday to establish first aid stations 
at dangerous and isolated spots on 
Georgia’s highways. The volunteer 
first aid workers will be the roadside 
storekeepers, filling station operators 
or residents living near such danger- 
ous highway points. 

The volunteers will be taught the 
principles of first aid by doctors or 
trained first aid field representatives 
of the Red Cross organization. The 
160 Red Cross chapters of Georgia 
are now conducting a survey of the 
state to locate the most dangerous 
highway spots and best locations of 
first aid service, according to Roy V. 
Benson, field representative in the 
Red Cross first aid life saving service. 

This idea of first aid stations, it 
was said, grew out of a similar prac- 
tice employed in European countries. 
The work has met with success in ex- 
periments in Virginia and in Canada. 

Many Bleed to Death. 

“Many an automobile accident vic- 
tim has bled to death while being 
rushed to a hospital in an automo- 
bile,” Mr. Benson said yesterday. The 
same thing may take place while 
waiting for an ambulance. Persons 
at the emergency stations will be 
trained in the application of tourni- 
quets to stop the flow of blood.” 

This work will undoubtedly prove 
very valuable. Human lives may be 
saved by it. Needless deaths will 
probably be prevented.

Meager supplies of food were 
brought to them at intervals by Wil- 
liam Anderson, a farmer who lived 
near by, their only contact with the 
outside since wind and storm had bro- 
ken telephone lines. 

Another rescue was effected at near- 
by Celina, Ohio, just across the state 
line, where volunteers dug through 
drifts to rescue 35 children and three 
teac ‘Ts.

The number of hands lost by sheer 
funk would compare, I am sure, to 
the number lost through technical er- 
rors. Curiously, this lack of courage 


usually manifests itself in the defense 
of hands, rather than in  declarer’s 


play. Frantic cashing of aces and 
kings, or conversely, holding on for 
dear life to an honor that were much 
better sacrificed in a good cause, are 
the marks of a player who is not only 
far from expert, but faint-hearted as 
well. :

SEK PEDDLERS” FE 


Unlicensed Itinerants Great- 
est Bar to Produce Profits, 
Say Speakers. 


After adopting a resolution aimed 
at licensing and regulating itinerant 
peddlers, the executive council of the 
Georgia Vegetable Growers’ Associa- 


tion yesterday selected Macon as the 
association’s annual meeting place in 
March. 


In the one-day session here, officers, 
members and directors of the council 
also named arrangements and plan- 
ning committees for the Macon meet- 
ing: 

W. T. Anderson, editor of the Ma- 
con Telegraph; John Morris, man- 
ager of the Macon Chamber of Com- 
merce, and R. H. Freeman Jr., Ma- 
con produce merchant, were appointed 
arrangements committeemen. 


The planning committee named was 
R. R. McNamara and A. J. Nitzche, 
of Savannah, and George H. Firor, 
of Athens. ° 

R. F. Sams Jr., of Clarkston, presi- 
dent of the association, said itinerant 
peddlers were the greatest problem 
for handling produce profitably in the 
state. 


The council’s program included 
among other points the investigation 
of freight rates and shipping condi- 
tions, sponsoring processing plants, 
promoting state-wide insect control, 
promoting use of certified seed, seek- 
ing new specialty crops and sponsor- 
ing gardening and vegetable projects. 

The resolution on peddlers, as 


adopted, follows: 


“Resolved, that we urge the neces- 


sity for regulation of itinerant ped- 


dlers who are conducting regular busi- 
ness in Georgia without paying any 
tax whatsoever. They are in compe- 
tition with our producers of farm 
commodities and with our merchants, 
who are holding the bag, and ought 
to be regulated. 

“As a rule they sell culls produce 
of inferior quality, dumping it in com- 
petition with Georgia products and 
ruining the market and bringing loss 
and bankruptcy to our own people. 
They are taking advantage of our 
present law which was intended to 
benefit our farmers. 


“This law prohibits any license or 
tax being imposed upon the sale of 
farm produce and itinerant peddlers, 
selling stuff they do not grow should 
be classified as taxable businesses and 
regulated like any other business en- 
terprise.“

Two Types of Pastry, 

There are two different types of 
pastry; one is the hot water pastry 
and the more common type is the cold 
water pastry. Both can made very 
successfully but are quite different in 
texture. The cold water crust, if prop- 
erly made, has a flaky appearance 
and is very tender. The hot water 
crust should also be very tender but 
does not have the flaky appearance. 
If you make pastries frequently, 
you may make as much hot water 
pastry as you intend to use during 
the week at one mixing and store it 
in your refrigerator and use from it as 
you desire. Never make more than can 
be used in a week’s time, for even 
though it is covered tightly you'll find 
after a week the pastry becomes crust- 
ed and too dry to use. All you need 
to do is roll it out and bake it. You 
can also store the cold water pastry 
but in that case it is better to add 
the cold water just before rolling. 

It isn’t necessary to confine yourself 
to making only pies, for there are a 
variety of ways to serve pastries, all 
of which are most attractive. Why not 
try some cheese sticks to serve with 
your soup or salad course or perhaps 
pastry shells for a creamed meat mix- 
ture? Or for dessert you might try 
some sort of fruit tarts just for a lit- 
tle spice.

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“DEATH COMES TO A SKATER 


The death of a young boy 
Wednesday afternoon when he was 
Struck by an automobile while 
Skating on the streets climaxes nu- 
merous other accidents, fortunate- 
ly not fatal, in which boys and girls 
Using the public thoroughfares as 
skating rinks have been the victims. 
lt is amazing that parents, know- 
ing the peril of the streets, permit 
their children to skate on them, but 
that in no wise lessens the respon- 
sibility of the police in permitting 
such skating in direct violation of 
the law. 7 

Every year during the weeks fol- 
dowing Christmas, when skates are 
always a popular gift, the streets 
are filled with boys and girls, from 
little tots to half-grown youths, 
dashing along on their new posses- 
sions, and during this period hos- 
pital internes and family physicians 
are kept busy setting broken bones 
or administering to the more seri- 
ously injured. 

lt is against the law to skate in 
the streets, and the police should 
lenforce the law in order that such 
‘tragedies as the one of Thursday 
‘which snuffed out the life of a 
right and manly young fellow shall 
mot sadden the community.

Neutral America, determined to 
have nothing to do with the situa- 
tion whatever develops, can at least 
feel assured that as the result of 
the most recent diplomatic moves 
the threat of a war engulfing all of 
Europe becomes less acute. 


THE KERR BILL 

Speaking at a recent luncheon in 
Atlanta attended by school, profes- 
sional and social leaders of the city, 
Miss Mary C. Ward, commissioner 
of immigration and naturalization 
for New England, urged support for 
the Kerr alien deportation bill now 
pending before congress, which 
would give the United States power 
to deport alien criminals without 
the red tape“ that now exists and 
which is used to the limit in every 
instance where the accused can 
muster sufficient funds to hire at- 
terneys who think ‘more of their 
fees than they do of the better- 
ment of national conditions. 

Under the present immigration 
setup, Miss Ward pointed out, a 
criminal alien may not be deported 
unless he or she has served a prison 
term of one year. No matter how 
many minor sentences the alien 
serves, he can remain as long as he 
has not served a year at one time. 

The myriad of aliens who 
swarmed into this country before 
our immigration quota laws were 
fixed by legislation, coupled with 
the innumerable othegs who have 
smuggled their way into the coun- 
try since, form a large proportion 
of the criminals who have been con- 
ducting rackets of all kinds, mulct- 
ing our citizens of huge sums in 
some way or other. Efforts to ap- 
prehend them costs the taxpayers 


millions of dollars every year and, 
at the best, the largest proportion 
of them wiggle through meshes of 
the law by the aid of unscrupulous 
attorneys.

The Mezuazah contains a small rec- 
tangular scroll of parchment, made 


of the skin of an animal designated 
by the Pentateuch as a clean animal. 
The skin of a calf or lamb is m ¢ 
frequently used for this purpose. U,on 
this parchment is inscribed in Hebrew 
the first two sections of the holy 
“Shema” prayer (Deut. 6:49 and 
11 313-20). 

Deut. 6:4-9, translated into Eng- 
lish, is as follows: 

“Hear, O Israel, the Lord our God, 
the Lord is one. 

“And thou shalt love the Lord, thy 
God, with all thy heart, with all thy 
soul, and with all thy might. 

“And these words which I command 
thee, this day shall be in thy heart. 

“And thou shalt teach them dili- 
gently unto thy children, speaking of 
them when thou sittest in thy house, 
when thou walkest by the way, when 
thou liest down, and when thou risest 


up. 

“And thou shalt bind them for a 
sign upon ny eee and they hall be 
as frontlets between thine eyes. 

“And thou shalt write them upon 
the door posts of thy house and upon 
thy gates.” 

That last command explains why 
the Mezuzzah is placed upon the d 
post of the home of thé orthodox Jew.

We don’t inoc- 
ulate or vaccinate or inject people 
with smallpox virus or suspensions of 
tissue from an animal presumably 
dead of smallpox. So there is no 
fair anal here. Vaccination is inoc- 
ulation with cowpox, a disease of cat- 
tle, not dangerous to man but the nat- 
ural immunity following recovery 
from the inoculated cowpox (called 
vaccinia) seems to confer immunity 
against smallpox too. Knowing 
what I know we don’t know about 
the cause and nature of smallpox and 
of cowpox and of vaccinia, I believe 
in keepi well vaccinated myself, 
and I advise it for anyone who asks 
for my advice.

President of Chicago Univer- 
sity Assails Teachers’ 
Oath Decrees. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 23.—(/)—Dr. 
Robert Maynard Hutchins, president 
of the University of Chicago, pleaded 
the cause of youth and universal edu- 
cation before the National Retail Dry 
Goods Association tonight, assailing 
teachers’ oath decrees and attempts to 
limit academic freedom. 


The association celebrated its 25th 
anniversary at its annual banquet. 

Dr. Hutchings said “the present de- 
pression has been the first in which 
education has been adversely affected. 
And I have no hesitation in saying 
that of all public services education 
has suffered worst. .

I cannot account for the violence 
with which chambers of commerce and 
associations of taxpayers have elam- 
ored for a reduction in the opportuni- 
ties for their children, Perhaps the 
schools were attacked because they 
were easy to attack and it was diffi- 
cult to dislodge the politicians who 
were really squandering the public 
money.

14 WET STATES EARN 
$30,000,000 IN 1939 


Earnings From Liquor Mo- 
nopoly Are Exclusive of 
Taxes, Licenses. 


DETROIT, Jan. 23.—(4)—fFour- 
teen states directly engaged in the 
liquor business through state-operated 
stores earned approximately $35,000,- 
000 from their monopolies during 
1935. 

Sales by the state stores, all estab- 
lished within the last two years, were 


in excess of $150,000,000, a survey by 
the Associated Press indicated today. 
Net profits ranged up to 26 per cent 
of the gross volume, chairmen of the 
state liquor control commissions re- 
ported. 

Earnings shown are exclusive of va- 
rious state taxes, license fees, and 
beer and wine stamps, which in some 
cases exceed the liquor profits. The 
survey does not include beer sales. 

Heading the list in sales was Penn- 
sylvania, where $55,831,323 came in 
over the counters during the year. 
Profits have not been computed, but 
there was a “budgetary estimate” of 
$5,000,000, and the control board es- 
timates the profit in 1936 will be 
from $9,000,000 to $10,000,000 

Ohio’s monopoly rang up $32,431,- 
417 in sales and reported an estimated 
profit of $4.116,358, all of which goes 
to finance old-age pensions. 

The Michigan control commission 
took in $22,975.040 in its stores or 
through specially-designated dealers, 
with sales profits of more than 
$4,000,000. Virginia earned $3,380,- 
723 on sales of $12,809,702, a net 
profit of 26.35 per cent. 

Most of the state stores report 
prices from 5 to 20 per cent lower 
than in states where there is no pub- 
lie monopoly, but differences in tax 
rates and fee charges may account for 
some of the price variations. 

In addition to the states named, 
those operating monopolies are Wash- 
ington, Maine, New Hampshire, Ver- 
mont, Montana, Virginia, Utah, Iowa, 
Idaho and Oregon. Wyoming reverses 
the procedure of most of the others 
with a monopoly on the wholesale 
liquor business within its borders, but 
with retail sales handled by private, 
licensed dealers.
